Recently  we  announced  the  acquisition 
of  the  Ickes  Collection  of  American  Coin 
Glass  comprising  57  pieces,  one  of  the 
largest  collections  of  its  kind.

C.  C.  Seaman  of  Seattle 
won  2nd  place,  3rd  to  Mrs.  Gene  De  Nise 
of  Seattle  for  a Conder  Token  display,  and 
4th  to  Loyd  Ruff  of  Portland. 

Incidentally,  reports  from  Centralia  are 
that  Chris  Petersen  ’ of  Chehalis,  Washing- 
ton, was  elected  president  for  next  year. 

The  Gallery  is  extremely  happy  to  note 
that  collectors  appreciate  our  awards  and 
that  they  make  special  efforts  to  exhibit 
fine  displays.  The  many  letters  from  the  or- 
ganizations and  ribbon-winners  are  more 
than  welcome  evidences  of  your  friendly 
feeling.
